Victims After 
Home Is Looted 


Eldon Shoup, Father 
Surprised Thieves 


At Frank Wells Home 


ALLIAN CE — Surprised as they 
ransacked a residence here Thurs­ 
day night, two burglars shot and 
wounded Earl Shoup, 46. and killed 
his son, Eldon, aged 25. 


The shooting occurred at 9:10 
p.m. at the fashionable home of 
Frank <Red> Wells at 2815 Ridge­ 
wood Drive where the father and 
son had gone to check the home in 
the absence of Mr. Wells, who is 
vacationing in Florida. 
Mr. Wells, a tavern owner, lived 
in Salem a number of years ago. 
He runs the 20th Century Billiard 
Parlors and the Silver Bullet Cafe. 
The elder Shoup told police that 
he entered the home and started 
down the basement steps and sud­ 
denly a man darted past him and 
fled out the side door. Almost at 
the same time Shoup said he heard 
his son cry from outside, “ I ’ve 
been attacked.’* 
The father ran outside where he 
found his son grappling with an 
unidentified man. As the father 
went to the assistance of his son 
I another man ran up and one of the 
khugs advised his partner, “ shoot 
them!” 
Dies In Hospital 
Three or four shots were fired, 
one of the bullets hitting Eldon 
; Shoup in the neck, the bullet pro­ 
gressing downward to inflict fatal 
wounds. Eldon- died an hour later 
in the Alliance City Hospital. 
The elder Shoup was shot in the 
right chest and hand and is in 
fair ’ condition at the hospital. 
The father, who helps Mr. Wells

While it is 
true,

that corporations and unions are 
by law forbidden to 
m ake 
any 
cam paign contributions, this can­ 
not prevent union m em bers or 
corporation stockholders from act 
ing as 
individuals outside t h e 
unions or corporations. 
Some form of regulation — such 
as disclosure of funds contributed 
by any one — can be valid with 
out in any way altering the right 
of the individual to give as much 
money as he pleases to the cause 
in which he believes. 


IT IS 
ONE 
thing 
to 
require 
publicity for campaign contribu­ 
tions and a different and doubt­ 
ful procedure to try to limit by law 
the size of the contribution. 
The sam e Constitution which per­ 
m its a law to say that a founda­ 
tion m ay spend tax-free income de­ 
rived from philanthropic bequests 
and 
use millions 
of 
dollars 
a 
y ear to influence public opinion 
on any cause, ranging from so­ 
cialism and theoretical 
commu­ 
nism to an espousal of the free- 
enterprise sy stem , 
can 
be 
in­ 
voked by any citizen to safeguard 
his freedom of speech when he 
spends money as an individual in 
a political campaign. 
If Congress could say , for ex­ 
ample, that no m ore than $500 or 
$5,000 m ay be spent to elect a 
candidate for public 
office, 
it 
could 
constitutionally 
say 
also 
what sums m ay be expended by 
the citizen for any purpose related 
to the selection of a nominee for 
office. 
The citizen m ight then be for­ 
bidden to use his automobile to 
transport persons to the polls, as 
this would be a “ contribution.” 
He might be prohibited from let­ 
ting his home be used as a m eet­ 
ing place or from serving any 
refreshm ents to his guests if they 
talked about 
the 
current 
cam ­ 
paign. 
The word “ contribution” is de­ 
fined by present law as “ any thing 
of value,” y et corporate employ es 
and union m em bers continue to 
draw their regular salaries while 
spending day s at a tim e at a cam- 


paign headquarters or 
m a k i n g 
election speeches. 


THE SUPREME COURT in 19 48, 
moreover, upheld the right of a 
union to publish 
and distribute 
its own 
newspaper 
and 
insert 
political messages therein. T he 
court refused to ban this expendi­ 
ture of funds as illegal. Yet when 
a corporation publishes a m essage 
giving its views on public ques­ 
tions, it is improperly subjected to 
criticism. 
The Bill of Rights of the Consti­ 
tution protects freedom of speech. 
Under it, any m an has a right 
to advocate any cause during or 
before any campaign. 
Expenditures m ay be m ade by 
the individual for any purpose ex­ 
cept to impinge on the rights of 
other voters or to participate in 
any kind of fraud or deception. 
It is constitutional to prohibit 
any one from attem pting to bribe 
or unduly influence a candidate for 
public office in* order to obtain 
some personal favor or beneficial 
action by 
such 
individual 
when 
elected but it is hard to see how 
a citizen who spends his money 
to help elect someone and doesn’t 
ask a thing for himself can 
be 
told he can spend only a specified 
sum. 


BROADLY SPEAKING, Congress 
has the right to control federal 
elections, though for y ears there 
were legal doubts as to whether 
federal laws could regulate expen­ 
ditures in prim ary contests for 
federal office. 
Certainly there is no federal 
right to control the spending of 
individuals for local purposes—for 
county or state candidates. How, 
for instance, can a political com­ 
m ittee which is set up to help 
both state 
and 
federal 
candi­ 
dates be required to separate ex­ 
actly how much it is spending for 
each when it erects a banner or 
some other big sign on the high­ 
way which say s 
m erely 
“ Vote 
D em ocratic” or “ Vote 
Republi­ 
can” ? 
The subject of limiting campaign 
contributions has been up again 
and again 
for 
consideration 
by 
Congress. Every now and then — 
as happened last week — there is 
issued a report by a congressional 
com m ittee pointing with criticism 
to the large amounts 
of 
money 
contributed to political parties by 
various individuals and families 
with wealth. 
All the money , however, con­ 
tributed by the very rich is sm all 
in proportion to the 
total 
sum 
collected. 


THE INFERENCE that the rich 
get something out of it that no­ 
body else does or that there is 
something wrong with large con­ 
tributions, is derived from past 
evidence of a l l e g e d irregular­ 
ities. 
Congress, of course, can still re­ 
fuse to adm it to m em bership any ­ 
one for whom an excessive amount 
was spent or any one who him­ 
self has been engaged in wrong­ 
ful practices to secure an election 
victory . 
To declare, on the other hand, 
that an individual can be limited 
in what he contributes when it is 
spend for a lawful purpose and 
without any connection with any 
bribe or im proper influence, is to 
say that the individual can 
be 
prevented by law from spending 
his money for a cause that seems 
worthy to him. 
There is nothing in the Consti­ 
tution which say s the citizen can 
be deprived of such a civil right.

NEW YORK Ut) — Easing of the 
money m arket — was it just the 
traditional January thaw? — and 
the tendency of thè public to slow 
up on its steady m arch into debt 
is giving the U. S. Treasury a 
chance to test a middle length se­ 
curity offering. 
Uncle Sam has been running low 
on cash for some time. And every 
week or so he has been borrowing 
a little more by tapping the short 
term m arket. 
Today he is offering investors a 
three y ear, three month note with 
interest of 3x k per cent — highest 
rate paid since the depression. 
The expectation is that the mon­ 
ey m arket, so tight for months, 
has loosened up enough to make 
funds available. 
Whether money is easier just 
now because it usually is in the 
first weeks of the y ear, or whether 
there is a real easing in demand 
for credit on the part of business, 
governments and consumers isn’t 
clear y et. 
The success of the treasury of­ 
fering when the books are closed

Now the Treasury thinks there is 
enough around to let it lengthen 
out its debt a bit.

NEW YORK W) — When the TV 
cam era flees a player brawl dur­ 
ing a sports event and plants a 
patch of empty end zone or a 
fluttering pennant on your screen, 
is it simply “good taste” ? or is 
it censorship? 
An Associated Press survey to­ 
day found that’s a tough q uestion 
for TV executives. “ Good taste” , 
naturally, is arbitrary. “Censor­ 
ship” is an ugly word. 
But either way, it can be a pain 
in the neck to the arm chair fan. 
Funny thing is, if you ever have 
had the experience of missing a 
player scrap on TV because the 
cam era looked the other way, two 
of the three m ajor networks state 
you were seeing things, pal, when 
you thought you were seeing noth­ 
ing. Seems they insist they have 
their cam eras on all the hassles. 
Only the National Broadcasting 
Co. frankly admits its cam eras 
“ would not stay on a fight” be­ 
cause of editorial policy concern­ 
ing “good taste” . 
But 
as far 
as the Columbia 
Broadcasting 
System 
and 
the 
American 
Broadcasting Co. 
are 
concerned, when one player puts 
the slug on another you’ll see it. 
It develops, however, that what 
is considered “ not good taste” in 
one sport by CBS camera-crew 
director is perfectly all right for 
momma and the kids to see in 
another sport, covered by another 
cam era director. 
Take pro football and hockey. 
Bert Bell, commissioner of the 
National Football League, states 
that the sport wants to highlight 
“the clean play and sportsm an­ 
ship of the gam e” and “ if people 
want tp watch fights, let them 
tune in on Wednesday nights.” 
Clarence Campbell, president of 
the National Hockey League, how­ 
ever, says “if a sport fan is willing 
to pay to see a game at an arena 
he will see everything that takes 
place—and the TV cam eras should 
pick up everything, too.” 
CBS televises both sports and 
agreed with both Bell and Camp­ 
bell. 
Just last Saturday, TV fans had 
a whale of a look-in on a wild 
player melee during the New York 
Rangers-Detroit Red Wings hockey 
game. 
The 
TV 
cam eras 
were 
focused on the whole show. 
Yet it was CBS coverage of last
